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Folmar Plans 
To Give City 
Case To Jury 


District Attorney Joel Folmar said 
this week he hoped to present the facts 
of the money reported missing from city 
hall to the August 3 Grand Jury. 

He explained the investigation is 
still in progress, and he and his staff 
had talked with 1S employees or people 
associated with the city concerning this 
matter. 

**We have a lot to do yet, and we are 
trying to get our investigation in a 
posture to present to the next grand jury 
mecting in Elba on August 3,’" Folmar 
said. He stressed that he couldn't say 
at this time if a penny was stolen from 
Elba, 

“On August 3 we will present what 
information we have to the grand jury 
and let them decide what to do next. 
They may want to conduct their own 
investigation, or may ask us to continue 
our work, or they may tell us there is no 
evidence of wrongdoing. . . .whatever 
they say, we will abide by,"’ Folmar 
explained. 


Last Thursday several city 
employees were observed entering and 
leaving the disirict attorney's office in 
Elba, and questions by this newspaper 
revealed that many of the 15 people 
mentioned by Folmar were in fact 
interviewed last Thursday. They spent 
varying amounts of time in the office, 
from a few minutes to over an hour. 

Folmar stressed twice during the 
interview by this newspaper that his 
department has not’ pointed a finger of 
implication at any person or persons 
and would not prior to the August grand 
jury, if at that time.

Judge Green Stays August 
Execution Date Of Magwood 


By CYNDI MADDOX 


Billy Joe Magwood has been 
-sentenced to die.in Alabama's. electric 
chair on August 4 for the 1979 murder of 
Coffee County Sheriff C.F. (Neil) 
Grantham. The sentencing was handed 
down by Circuit Court Judge Riley 
Green Tuesday morning. 

Green upheld the death sentence 
recommendation by the jury that found 
Magwood guilty last month of 
aggravated murder. After setting 
August 4 as the execution date, Green 
then stayed the sentence since under 
the state law, the case is automatically 
appealed to the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals. That court's decision 
will then be reviewed by the State 
Supreme Court. According to Lewey 
Stephens, who acted as special prose- 
cutor during the Magwood trial, the 
appellate process could take months 
and even years to complete. 

While waiting out his appeals, the 
29-year-old Magwood will remain on 
‘‘Death Row’? at Holman Prison near 
Atmore. 

Judge Green said he considered all 
mitigating circumstances, such as the 
fact that Magwood had no significant 
prior criminal activity, and his age at 
the time of the murder, 27 years old. 
Green also noted that the defense plea 
of not guilty by reasons of insanity was

rejected by the jury. 

“The court concudes Magwood did 
not kill Grantham under influence of 
extreme or emotional disturbance, and 
when the three -bullets*Were fired into 
the body of Grantham, Magwood had 
the capacity to appreciate the criminal- 
ity of his act,”’ stated Green. 

Grantham was shot on the early 
morning of March 1, 1979, in front of 
the Coffee County Jail in Elba as he 
arrived for work. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Elba General Hospital 
and a state toxicologist concluded that 
he died from acute hemorrhage as a 
result of one bullet wound in his chest, 
and two in his head, 

Deputy Tom Weeks, the state’s top 
witness, testified that he was on duty as 
a jailer the morning of the shooting and 
saw Magwood park his car in front of 
the jail. Weeks said a few minutes 
later, Grantham arrived, got out of his 
car, and as he walked toward the gate 
Magwood got out of his car with an 
object in his hand, Then the jailer heard 
three shots and saw Grantham on the 
ground and Magwood with a gun in his 
hand, 

Court-appointed defense attorneys, 
Joe Cassady and Jackson W. Stokes, 
argued that their client suffered from 
paranoid schizophrenia and was unable 
to differentiate between right and 
wrong on the day of the crime,

Standoff For An Hour 


The rodeo came to town! Not really - 
but that is what it looked like last 
Thursday when a 1600-pound Brahma 
bull bolted out of a livestock trailer on 
an Elba street and remained loose for 
almost an hour. 

The bull, a five-year-old Brahma 
owned by Bobby Joe Ellsworth of 
Brundidge, was being taken to the 
weekly sale at Elba when he leaped out 
of a small livestock trailer in the middle 
of Buford Street. The bull lay in the 
road for a few minutes, then angrily 
rose to his feet, daring anyone to get 
close to him. The manager of a store 
called police to report what had 
happened, and Elisworth went to the 
Stockyard to get assistance to help 
recapture the buil. 

Elba police blocked the street to 
traffic with patrol cars, but didn't seem 
too eager to arrest the bull, and simply 
remained behind their cars and watched 
as the bull stood in the middle of the 
road and snorted at anyone who looked 
his way. 
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Atter the standoff had lasted 
approximately 45 minutes, the patrol 
cars and a car driven by Ronnie 
Vaughan surrounded the bull and 
herded it into a parking lot between two 
downtown businesses. The cars then 
formed a barricade as a large livestock 
trailer was backed into the lot. The bull 
wasn't ready to call it a day, however, 
and stormed back into the = street, 
scattering a large crowd watching the 
action. 

The bull then trotted behind Elba 
Small Motors to the Exchange Bank 
parking lot, and then to the front yard of 
the office of Superintendent of Educa- 
tion. By now, Dr. Phil Hamm, a local 
vet, had joined the chase, and he and 
the driver of a patrol car guided the bull 
toward the football stadium. The gate 
at the stadium was open and the bull 
went in, ending the one-hour rodeo!

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County Supt. Says School Lunch 
Prices Must Be Raised

The rising costs of feeding students 
and cutbacks in federal allocations for 
school lunches continue to plague local 
school officials, prompting them to seek 
alternative lunchroom programs. 

Both John Vaughan, county superin- 
tendent, and Elmer Taylor, city 
superintendent, have warned their 
school boards that lunch prices must be 
increased next year and drastic changes 
are needed in their programs to reduce 
operating costs. 

Earlier, Taylor mentioned prices 
increasing as much as 50 cents a day per 
student. During the Coffee County 
Board of Education meeting Monday, 
Vaughan told board members by the 
end of the summer he will probably 
recommend lunches be raised to $1.25 
per day. 

Vaughan said the hike is necessary if 
President Ronaid Reagan's plans to halt 
federal lunch subsidies pass Congress. 
The federal government currently allo- 
cates 40 cents to local lunchrooms for 
every paid lunch, This is in addition to 
the free and reduced lunch program. 
With that money and the 85 cents the 
student pays, lunchrooms receive $1.25 
for each student. According to 
Vaughan, students cannot be fed at a 
lower rate. 

Several months ago, the county 
Superintendent hinted that he might 
recommend all school lunchrooms close 
because of the toll inflation is taking on 


Irvin L. Johnson 
Dies In Wreck 


Irvin L. Johnson, Rt, 3, Elba, died 
about noon Wednesday from either 
injuries in a one-car automobile acci- 
dent or from natural causes, at the old 
Damascus school.

Vaughan said that audits would help 
him and lunchroom officials know 
exactly what their finances are and what 
changes they might need to make in 
bookkeeping procedures. 

He added that he would like to have 
each lunchroom audited annually, but 
that would cost $5,000-$6,000. There- 
fore, he suggested auditing one 1unch- 
room this year, and maybe one or two 
next year. 

“The purpose of the audit isn’t to 
catch anyone doing anything wrong, but

to improve your procedures,’’ Vaughan 
noted. 


June Brown, special services 
coordinator for the county schools, 
presented the board with the results 
from California Achievement Tests the 
students took last year. According to 
Mrs. Brown, the average grades were 
above the national average in every 
grade except the 10th and 11th, which 
were on grade level.

“We've got to make sure the 
students pass all these basic compe- 
tencies before they graduate,’’ she 
noted.

State granting tax breaks 
to homeowners using sun 


Alabamians who act now 
should find solar energy an 
even more attractive energy 
alternative with the recent 
passage of two state tax 
incentive bills for new solar 
energy users, according to a 
University of Alabama tax 
law expert. 

James Bryce, associate 
professor of law at the Un- 
iversity, helped draft the 
bills that allow for state tax 
credits for homeowners who 
install solar energy systems 
during the next five years. 

“The credit is designed 
to encourage people to install 
solar energy systems, and to 
do it right away, as the credit 
diminishes over the next five 
years,’ Bryce said. 

The bills, signed into law 
by Gov. Fob James last 
month, allow tax credits for 
both active and passive solar 
energy Systems. Active solar 
devices are those ‘‘separate 
from the building itself,"’ 
according to Bryce. ‘'This 
type system would contain a 
unit on the roof to collect 
solar radiation, a unit to store 
the energy and a fan or pump 
to transport the energy,”’ 
Bryce said. 


For an active system, 
qualifying homeowners 
woul: receive a tax credit of 
25 percent of the total cost of 
the system installed in 1981, 
20 percent for systems in- 
stalled in 1982, 15 percent in 
1983, 10 percent in 1984 and 
5 percent in 1985. No state 
tax credit for an active solar 
system can exceed $1,000. 

Homeowners who install 
active systems can also qual- 
ify for a féderal tax credit of 
40 percent. ‘So a $3,000 
system could cost just $1,050 
in 1981 if the buyer qualifies 
for both the state and federal 
tax credits,’’ Bryce said. 

The companion bill of the 
active solar energy device tax 
credit is the bill providing a 
similar tax credit for passive 
systems. ‘These are systems 
where the structrue itself 
does the worok,’’ Bryce ex- 
plained. 

Houses built with passive 
systems are oriented to the 
south with a plate glass 
window in the ‘south wall. 
According to the bill, a 
passive system would con- 

tain a solar collection area, 
an absorber, a storage mass, 
a heat distribution method, a

hers, regardless of the num- 
ber, to participate in the 
Same plan or operation, and 
is Not primarily contingent on 
the volume or quantity of 
goods, services or other pro- 
perty sold or distributed." 

Graddick said pyramid 
plans include requirements 
that the buyer pay for the

heat regulation device and 
may contain a passive cool- 
ing subsystem. 

“The question becomes, 
what's the house and what's 
the solar system,"’ Bryce 
said. In drafting the bill, 
Bryce and Dr. Gerald R. 
Guinn, a Huntsville engineer 
and director of the Alabama 
Solar Energy Center, avoid- 
ed this problem by reducing 
the overall rate and making 
dual purpose items eligible 
for the credit. 

The federal government 
gives no credit for passive 
systems, according to Bryce. 
The state of Alabama offers a 
12.5 percent credit for pas- 
sive systems installed in 
1981, and 10 percent credit in 
1982, 7.5 percent in 1983, 5 
percent in 1984 and 2.5 
percent in 1985. 

“All things like therm- 
ostats, windows, etc. qualify 
for the credit,’’ Bryce said. 
Both bills apply only to single’ 
family residences, including. 
condominiums if it is the 
principal residence and not a 
vacation or second home, 
Bryce said. 

As of March 1, 44 states 
offered solar energy tax cre- 
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dits. While Alabama was 
one of the last states to 
establish a credit, its credit is 


‘much more liberal than 
some other states,’ Bryce 
said. ‘‘It is also one of the 


more well-defined laws as it 
was drafted by a tax lawyer 
and an engineer,’ Bryce 
said.

New program formed 


to study infant deaths 


The Alabama Depart- 
ment of Public Health, Bur- 
eau of Maternal and Child 
Health-Family Planning is 
the recent recipient of a 
Sudden Infant Death Syn- 
drome (SIDS) Information 
and Counseling Federal 
Grant. Basically, the grant 
has two components: (i) 
counseling families after the 
loss of a SIDS victim; and (2) 
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designing and conducting 
educational programs to in- 
crease SIDS community 
awareness, and to train pro- 
fessionals about SIDS, 

By definition, SIDS is the 
sudden and unexpected 
death of an apparently heal- 
thy infant whose death re- 
mains unexplained after a 
thorough autopsy. Each year 
in the United States about 
8,000 to 10,000 infants die of 
SIDS. In 1979, Alabama re- 
ported 891 infant deaths. 
Approximately 98 of these 
infant mortalities were re- 
corded as SIDS being the 
cause of death. 

The State SIDS Project 
has trained qualified person- 
nel to work as SIDS counse- 
lors. In the southern area of 
the state, Sue Dalzell serves 
as the SIDS counselor. Her 
responsibilies include coun- 
seling parents of SIDS vic- 
tims and conducting informa- 
tional programs about SIDS 
to emergency room person- 
nel, coroners, and first res- 
ponders, including police- 
men and emergency medicai 
technicians. 

The State SIDS Project 
has made an agreement with 
the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences and the 
Jefferson County Medical 
Examiners to provide an 
autopsy free-of-charge to the 
family of any infant who dies 
suddenly, unexpectedly, and 
for no apparent reason. Tran- 
sportation is also included.

Landowners 
find permits 
a problem 


Since the new Burning 
Permit law has come into 
effect there has been consid- 
erable confusion as to why a 


» Person cannot get a permit 


unless they have the needed 
information to go on said 
permit. Most of the confu- 
sion comes in where a person 
is renting the land from 
someone else and does not 
know the Section, Township, 
and Range. There is a simple 
remedy for this. Before a 
landowner calls the toll-free 
number for a burning permit 
he should call his local Forest 
Ranger, tell him where he is 
going to be burning and he 
will give him the Section, 
Township and Range. Then 
he can call the Toll-free 
number (1-800-922-7688) and 
get his burning permit in 
about 45 seconds. The Sec- 
tion, Township and Range 
must be on all burning 
permits issued by the Ala- 
bam Forestry Commission 
and a person cannot get one 
without this information . 
The Dispatch Office 
where the toll-free number is 
located writes burning per- 
mits for seven counties and 
there is no way that the office 
has time to look up the 
location of property for each 
landowner who calls.

Peanut supplies 
falling this year 


Peanut supplies this sea- 
son total about 3.2 billion 
pounds, 30 percent below the 
previous season. U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture of- 
ficials say major categories of 
edible peanuts are running 
substantially below  year- 
earlier levels and likely will 
fall 17 percent below last 
year. 

The national peanut acre- 
age allotment for 1981 was 
increased by 8 percent to 
1,739,000 acres while the 
poundage quota was de- 
creased by the maximum 5 
percent of 1,440,000 tons. 
USDA officials said the ih 
crease in the acreage allot- 
ment was needed to provide 
an adequate supply for do- 
mestic and export markets. 

The increase is also re- 
flected in planting intentions 
with the 1981 peanut acreage 
forecast at 1,608,800 acres, 4 
percent more then in 1980, 
Alabama's share of this total 
is 218,000 acres. 

Robert English, chairman 
of the Coffee County Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Con- 
servation committee, said 
that the loan rate for 1981- 
crop quota peanuts is $455 
per ton, the same as 1980.

CRITICAL DAYS 

The next 50 days - 
1200- hours are very critical 
for Coffee County's peanut 
crop. Most of the county's 
31,000 acres of peanuts are 
in good shape. Some have 
received more rain than 
others, but rain at this point 
is not critical. 

Growers want enough 
rain to keep the crop growing 
and pegging. The big need 
for much more rain will start 
about mid-July. The 30 day 
period from July 15 to Au- 
gust 15 is very critical. 

Coming up on July 1, I 
think that we have a normal 
type crop in progress. In 
fact,ssome fields, which 
would include several thou- 
sand acres in the county, are 
probably more advanced at 
this time than they have been 
in the past 4 or S years. 
Overall, most growers feel 
comfortable with their yield 
prospects as we come upon 
July 1. 


CLEAN UP 
You can prevent a lot 
of diseases and insects in 
your garden by practicing 
good sanitation. For ex- 
ample, when your string 
beans, butter beans, peas, 
corn and other vegetables 
are harvested, go ahead and 
destroy those stalks. Don't 
leave those old vines, stalks 
and leaves to multiply 
disease and insects over a 
long period. As soon as they 
have finished bearing and 
are harvested, disc and turn 
all of this material under. 
Thinking about garden- 
ing reminds me that at least 
20 different vegetables can 
be planted between July 15 
and August 15. All of these 
vegetables will mature be- 
fore frost. More and more 
people are planting a fall 
garden. We have a complete 
planning guide for fail gar- 
dens. Call us if you would 
like to have a copy of this 
guide.

DEADLINE: 

Coffee County farm- 
ers who are insuring grain 
sorghum or soybeans are 
facing a deadline on report- 
ing their plantings. Planting 
of grain sorghum to be 
insured must be reported by 
July 10. Soybean plantings 
must be reported by July 15. 
The last planting date for 
grain sorghum to be covered 
under this program is July 1 
and the last date that soy- 
beans can be planted and 
covered is July 10. 

Be sure to follow these 
guidelines if you are insuring 
any of these crops. 


PEANUT SPRAY 
SCHEDULE 
Usually we begin get- 
ting frequent and sometimes 
heavy rainfall in July. We do 
hope this happens again this 
year. However, this presents 
a disease control problem for 


peanut growers in that the 
ground gets too wet to apply 
fungicide on schedule with 
ground equipment. 


To help stay ahead of this 
problem this year, 1 am 
recommending that during 
the rainy season, if you are 
on a7 to 10 day schedule and 
it appears that it may rain on 
the day for your regular 
spray, advance the spraying 
by a day or two, In control- 
ling leaf spot disease, it is 
money in the bank to be a 
couple of days early rather 


than one day late. One 24 
hour period of rainy, warm 
weather where the leaves are 
unprotected will certainly 
cause an increase in leaf spot 
disease and lower your yield. 
If we are fortunte enough to 
get rains, let’s be smart 
enough to keep the fungicide 
on the leaves,

FROZEN FRUIT TIPS 


Home-frozen fruit 
may be a smart idea, but not 
when it turns dark. Prevent 
this problem by adding as- 
corbic acid to the fruit before 
you freeze it. 


Ascorbic acid is available 
both in pure form and as part 
of a commercial mixture. The 
commercial ascorbic mix- 
tures contain a combination 
of ascorbic acid and sugar. 


They are sold under a num- 
ber of different brand names. 

Follow the manufact- 
urer’s directions on the pack- 
age when using the commer- 
cial mixture. The freezing 
method you use will deter- 
mine how much pure ascor- 
bic acid you need. 

Sugar pack or unsweet- 
ened method: Dissolve one 
teaspoon in one-half cup of 
water. Add one tablespoon of 
the mixture to each pint of 
fruit. Mix well. 

Syrup pack method: Dis- 
solve one teaspoon Of pure 
ascorbic acid in two table 
spoons of water. Add this to 
one quart of the chilled 
syrup. Shake the mixture 
well before pouring it over 
the fruit.
